REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board of Epsom herewith submit their annual 
report. 


During the year five schools have been maintained for 
thirty-two weeks, with the exception of the Gossville 
school, which it was considered prudent to close at the 
end of the twenty-eighth week, owing to several cases of 
scarlet fever among the pupils. 

We believe that, notwithstanding the very unusual 
prevalence of sickness during the winter term, our schools 
have made a marked degree of improvement during the 
year and much credit is due to those that have contrib- 
uted, in however small a measure, to such satisfactory 
results. Our teaching force as a whole has been excep- 
tionally strong and efficient, and each teacher has shown 
special interest in her work and the welfare of those 
placed under her charge. 

The defacement of our register by tardy and absentee 
marks calls to our attention the greatest hindrance of suc- 
cess to our schools. This seems to be an evil which parents 
are slow to recognize. The fault hes somewhere, and 
should be remedied at once. The taxpayers who support 
our schools have a right to demand that our children 
should not be defrauded and schools injured by the care- 
lessness of parents. We believe that tardiness from 
school should be accounted for by a written excuse from 
the parents, that no pupil should be dismissed during 
school hours without such written excuse, except for 
special reason and we would recommend that any viola- 
tion of the above or some similar regulation be reported 
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to the truant officer for necessary action to have more 
regular attendance at our schools by all pupils. 

The enumeration of children in the district who are 
within school age limits was found to be seventy-two boys 
and fifty-seven girls. 

We find that all of our schoolrooms are without proper 
maps and charts, and would recommend their purchase 
before the opening of the spring term, and we, therefore, 
recommend that the district raise and appropriate the 
sum of $225 for books and other supplies, and $900 for 
paying high school tuition.
